Charge of Jamestown Road

Makes Valuablc Talk.

To-day rnarked the openlng of tho
Farmers' Instltute, and tho program
Whlch had beon arrnnged wus carrled
out very Buccesafully. Not no large an
attendnnoo wns present aa had been ex¬

pected, but a KOOdly assembly was
novortheloHH on hnnd. Most of thoBe
preaent wero farmers, mnny of them
from a dbdancev fiwno of the best
¦grioulturlstH of thn State wero hero,
and tbo nddroKses wero both Interestlng
and InKtrtietlvo nnd of Inostlmablc valuo
to tho farmers. Professor A. M. Soulc,
of the Blackshurg experlment ntntlon.
opened wlth a thorough dlricusaion of
"Soll Improvoment." Professor Houlo is
.n Interoatlng tnlker nnd showed a

thorougb knowledgo or hla subjoot. Ho
dlacussod the many ways of lmprovlng
soll. and detnonHtrated tho qulckcst and
most economlcal ways.
He showed how landa may bt» kept ln

n stato of linprovement, and at the same
tlmo be a profltable Investrrient to the
©wner. Profeasor HoiiIo'b addrcss laated
for an bour and a half, and tho many
valunblo hlnts and Btiggostlona thrown
out by him wlll, no douht, be of untold
valuo to the fiumetH who were fortu-
nalo enough to be present.

Discuss Dairying.
Ile was followed by Mr. Wllliam Mux-y,

of Henrlco, who gave an Interestlng nd-
dresa on "Dairying." Aa dnlrylng 1h be-
comlng moro general In thla se/.tlon, the
subject wna of partlcular InteresL Mr.
MUey dlscussed tho subject at some
length, throwing out valuablo facts and
giving hls hearera ccrtaln rules whloh
may bo regarded ln order to make the
bualneaa BUCCesafuL Tho address wns Hs-
toned to with the closcst attentlon. and
the hearers showed plalnly thelr appre-
clatlon.
Tho afternoon aesslon iwaa opened with

an InteroBtlng lecturo by Dr. John W.
Rltchle. of Wllliam and Mary College, on

.Tnaoeta, Pests and Llfo Hlstory." Dr.
Wtchle's address was followed cloaely. the
FpeaJcer ahowed tho damage that Ib belng
done on thn farms by varloua InBoota, at
the itunt tlma explalnlng how It Is thoy
ar. such pests, and gave hls llsteners val.
uable suggealioo* in regard to checking
ihe damage.
Dr. RJtchle was tliorouglily acqualnted

wlth hls subject, and rr.idn his lecturo at
once Interestlng and Instructlve.

Road Buildings.
Th* exercises of the day were closed

wlth a talk on good roads bulldlng by
the engln<»er In oharg,. of t!i« conatruc-
tlon of the Jamestown Road. The epeak-
er dl.tcusacd the bulldlng of roads. giving
tbo approximato ooat, and at the samo

tlmo the proflt to bo derived from them,
nt some length. He showed how neces¬

sary good roada are to every aectlon; how
prospcrlty follows ln thelr wake, and
how much lt Inereases the convonlenco
and comfort of tho populntlon.
As road-bultdlng bi a aubject whlch

has ^>e^n dlacusaed freely In thls sectlon
slneo tho heginnlng of work on tha
Jamestown Road, the address was most
Interostlng to the hearera.

53..The Audltor of Publlc Accounts
has retnltted to tho Board of Super¬
vlsors of Chestorfleld. $1,301.50 for the
county's share of the 1905 capltatlon
taxes cullected by Its treasurer and
pald Into tho State treasury, tho suni

belng one-thlrd of tho wholo
capltatlon taxes for 1905 collected,
the d:;llnqueaoy In capltatlon taxes
for that year, amountliiK to
$2,4*2. Tho county supervlsors at thelr
regular mootlng next Monday wlll dl-
rect the applicatlon of thla sum by tho
county treaaurer. A movement is on

foot "to consolldato the dlstrict road-
worklng forces and ayatematisse the
work ao that a large and well-rrianaged
force can be malntainod by tbo cum-

blned revenues of the slx magisterlal
dlstrlcts. payable out of thelr dlstrict
funds, the new forco to work in tho
soveral dlatrlctB In proportlon tn th'citr
respectlve revenues an<l funds in the
treasurj".

NORFOLK, VA., January 23..Tho
nnnuni meeting of tho Natlonal Hard-
wood Association was commenced hire
to-dny In the govoroor'a room at the
Virginia Club. About twenty-flve mem¬

bers of the association, representlng all
parts of the country. are ln attendance.
Mr. John L. Alcock. of Balllmor?, is
presldlng over tho meeting ln th» nb¬
senco of Presldent W. H. Ituffe, who
has been detalned In getting hnre by
th.o floods ln tho West. Secrettiry E. N.
Terry. is present.
Whlle no statement Is glven to the

presa regardlng meeting of the associa¬
tion, among the business niatters for
dlscussion at tho meeting are tho car
ahb'rtago nnd clean through bills of lad-
inar. Though the deelslon of Judge
Morrls, ln tho Unlted Rtates Court, last
year. upholdlng the responsibility of
common carrlers for loss or damages to
ahlpmcnt, regardless of tho clause on a
bill of ladlng dlsavowlng such llablllty,
dld much to clear tho sltuatlon. Num¬
erotis cotnplaints of a shlfting of blnme
are stlll heard, and the hardwood men
want to get some of these qaestlons de-
Ilnitely settled. As to tho car shortage
actlon Ib llkely to bo taken. though .n-
dlvidual members of the association nre
somowhat at sea concernlng what should
bo done.

Recover Body.
Tho body of Clarenco C. Williams,

who, with Daisy Arnold and big brother,
were drowned in Deep Creek about the
flrst of the month, was found flo.itlng in
tho Dismal Swamp Canal yesterday. Tho
dlscovery wns mado by Captaln Burton.
of Lhe. canal steamer Gulde. The body
was ln a good state of preservntlon, and
there was no dimctilty In IdentlfteaUoil.
Justice E. P. Rodnian, wlth a coroner's
jury. held an InqueBt and a verdict of
accldental drownlng wns rendered. The
body was dellvered to tho relatlve'a of
the deceased and prcpnred for burial.
Nothing has yet been soon of the

bodies of the Arnold boys, who met
death with Wllllams by the overturn-
Ing of" a rowboat.

sixty days, the sum of $22,000, the amount
of a promlssory noto held by the plaln-
tiffs, wlth $330 interest addod, and In the
ovent of fallure to pay the money. the
property of thft Corundum Company be
sold at publlc auction, and the proceeds of
tho sale credited to thc amount due.
Tho North Carollna Corundum Com-

pany owne.s tnines and exten'siye mlning
property, located in Clay county, thls
Stato. The company som0 time ago' bor-
rowed $22,000, giving a promlssory noto
'sectired by n mortgago on Its property.
Tho Columbia National Bank, of Buffalo,
liolder of the noto, recently appliod for
a receiver to tako chargo of the affalrs
of tho company. Tho petltlon wns grant-
od, and a receiver was appointed, who
has slnce boon ht chargo of the oom-

pany's property, nnd tho court's ordor
of yesterday will probably result ln tho
win'dlng up of tho Corundum Company's
affalrs.
